Reserve Forces 

In all the towns lying along the 
edges of the national forest there is 
a reserve force of fire-fighters, 
can be summoned on the ringing of 
the bells for service. In some _in- 
stances they are made up of mem- 
bers of the local fire departments, 
accustomed to handling a fire, and 
some very efficient service has been 
rendered by them. These men, and 
others who may be called upon, are 
paid by the hour by the government, 
with checks drawn on the chief 
ranger and paid through Supervisor 
Charlton. The cost of subduing sev- 
eral fires has been as much as $3000 
each, 

In addition to the 100 miles of 
telephone lines in constant service, 
there is what is known in the woods 
as the portable telephone system.
